‘England, a oc- 
cupies one of the most commanding positions in 
the World, was only a poor Welsh lawyer. . He 
was suddenly elevated, and has since ably dis-

fall, it has at least clipped the wings of his use- 
fulness and limited his almost imperial activity. 
In order to make, as he thought, money quickly, 
he invested in American Marconi stocks. When 
he was brought ‘to. book for thus speculating, 
which is forbidden in his position, he bravely 
tried to make amends by confessing his error 
and succeeded in reinstating hmself wth his 
fellow subjects.
